Short, stocky, gray-haired and with a round, tanned face that 


defies his 62 years, Curchoe today recalls in vivid detail the events that 
led to his abandoning his trade as a machinist for the flowers that 
have played so important a part in his life. 


He rented a South street home. In his hours away from his fore- 


man's position, he began landscaping and cultivating the ground around 
the house. 


"I whitewashed here, I fixed the gate, I built a hotbed and planted 


my flowers," he says with a twinkle of fond reminescence in his dark 
eyes. "Then, when everything was looking beautiful, the owner de- 
eided to sell out." 


But Curchoe had purchased three lots nearby, properties that had 


attracted his eye because of their slope and possibility for development. 


Meanwhile, he was improving methods for his employer that 


brought tremendous savings in the shop. And he planted more flowers 
with his wife's- help, just for the satisfaction that it brought him. 
Friends came and admired the display and went away with flowers 
for which they did not have to pay. If he could improve someone else's 
business, why not go in business for himself? 


.It was Ms own hope and Mrs. Curchoe's gentle persuasion that 


finally, in 1917, caused him to leave the shop and his foreman's wages 
for the gamble in flowers. But, somehow, when he devoted his full 
time to his venture, business just didn't go 
right.

The majority of drug addicts range 


in age from 17 to 25 years. 'According 
to estimates, there are roughly 55,000 
addicts in the United States, and over a 
fifth of them are teen-agers. 


It is .believed that those wtio fall prey 


to narcotics have a warped view of life 
—a more or less frustrated and defeatist 
attitude. The more emotionally unstable 
a person is, the more likely he is to 
start using drugs and become an addict. 


This disease also spreads in a way 


that resemWes an epidemic. One ad- 
dict may contaminate large numbers of 
youngsters, and they in turn may con- 
taminate others. 


At present, real "epidemics" of drug 


addiction are found only in large cities. 
But there is good reason to believe that 
it may become more widespread through- 
out this country unless more effective 
ways to prevent it from spreading and 
easier methods of curing drug addicts 
are discovered. 


In. spite of the great need for cure, 


it is difficult to get adequate treatment 
at present. It is very hard to make sure 
the victim will receive the right treat- 
ment, with the prolonged supervision 
needed to cure 'him completely. 
One 


of the few ways of doing this is to have 
an addict convicted of a felony ia the 
federal court. 


It is strange but true that a patient 


who voluntarily -enter* a hospital for 
treatment' is seldom helped to a gn 
degree. Those who submit themselves 
for cure can leave, and usually do, dur-
